Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, and 5-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest a susceptor device comprising a bonding agent layer, insulating 
sprayed layer, a convex fitting section disposed on a peripheral section on either one of the 
ceramic base body or the temperature controlling section, and a concave fitting section disposed 
on a peripheral section on either one of the ceramic base body or the temperature controlling 
section so that the convex fitting section and the concave fitting section engage together to 
completely cover the insulating sprayed layer and a bonding agent layer, the insulating sprayed 
layer and the temperature controlling section are attached via the bonding agent layer as recited 
in claims 1 and 8.
